Shocking Accident on the 
Pennsylvania Railroad. 



An Entire Train Falls a Distance 
of Fifty Feet. 



Thirty or Forty Men Burled in the Wreck, 
which Catches Fire from u 
Cur-Loud of Mine. 

PrriSttUIUJ, dune "20. — At '-i;A) o'clock 
this morning an extra west hound 
freight telescoped the rear of another 
west bound freight at the Monastery 
Coke, works, near Latrobe station, on 
the Ponnslyvauia railroad, .lust us the 
collision occurred an east hound freight 
train whs passing on another track. The 
wreck of the west bound I rains caught 
the last two ears of the east hound 
train and also wrecking them. In all 
twenty-five cars of merchandise were 
wrecked. Brakeman Millar was fatally 
injured. Engineer Caldwell and his 
lireiuan, name unknown, have not yet 
been found, and it is believed they are 
covered up in the wreck. They are 
very probably dead. The bodies of four 
Unknown tramps, who had been stealing 
a ride, have been taken out. The other 
train men, so far as can lie learned, have 
escaped serious injury. 

LATKlt rAUTlCL'LAKS; 
A special to the Leader, from GieeilS- 
burg, says: "The wreck at Latrobe, on 
Pennsylvania railroad about 3 o'clock 



tins morning is ten tide, and u is proba- 
ble that 30 or 40 lives were lost. Only 
four or five bodies have been taken from 
the wreck, and they are all unknown, 
Thirty-one ears, together with an engine, 
went down into the channel of Loyal 
flouiin ( 'reek, fifty feet below the bridge. 
The conductor states that lie is positive 
that thirty men arc under the wreck, 
tie stopped his train at Dory station 
and put off 45 men, who w ere coming to 
Pittsburg from Johnstown, After re- 
ceiving his orders lie started west and a 
great many of the men jumped on his 
train again. The last ear to go 

OVKH THE BK 11)08 
Was loaded with lime, and it scattered 
all over the pile of wrecked cars, setting 
them and the bridge on lire. He de- 
scribes the screams and yells of the im- 
prisoned men as teriiblc in the extreme. 
Firemen from this place went to the 
scene and are now thro.ving water on 
tlic Haines. The arms, legs and bodies 
of the victims can bo seen protruding 
from the debris. Not a member of the 
cew except the conductor remains to 
tell the number of those who went 
down. The wesl -bound freight collided 
with the 1 lorry shifting engine just as 
the train reached the bridge. The 
track for a long distance is torn up. 

A special to the Leader confirms the 
report of the terrible wreck at the 
Loyal Hmmu bridge, near that place. 
It was through the west-bound 
train, consisting of forty-five cars 
and an engine, running at a high 
rate of speed anil crashing into 
11 number of loaded coke ears left stand- 
ing on tho main track just oast of the 
bridge by the Deny shifting engine. 
The coke cars, the engine of the freight 
and several cars attached to it plunged 
over a bridge into a creek 

l ll'TV FKET BELOW. 
In all ,'Jl cars and one engine are in tho 
wreck. The Latrobe and Qreensburg 
engines kept the Homos in cheek, but 
the flames had not yet been totally ex- 
tinguished. Of thirty or more men on 
the freight train coming from Johns- 
town, if is believed that not more than 
twelve or fourteen wore killed outright, 
A number have been rescued alive, 
many of them terribly injured. How 
many are yet in the wreck cannot be 
surmised. But few names of these 
taken from the debris have yet been 
ascertained. 

HOW TUK ACCIPKNT HAPPENED. 

Latrobe, Pa., Juno '20.— Later par- 
ticulars from tiie scene of the teriiblc 
wreck nt the Royal Hottna bridge, just 
west of Latrobe, are to the effect. that 
i he deny shifter had left eighteen cars 
standing on the bridge while the ore'w 
was drilling out loaded cars at the La- 
trobe coal works. Flagman David Ilea 
COX, of the shifter, had gone to the 
tclegr.ph tower, but as a heavy rain 
was falling al the time it was not known 
w I lot her the engineer on the fast freight 
going west saw his signal or not. In 
any event tho tlagnmn was not buck 
half far enough, and had his signal 
la-. -ii observed the engineer could not 
possibly have slopped his heavy train of 
forty-two curs on the down grade in 
time to avert the accident. 'I he train 
crashed into the ears on tho bridge, 
tearing up the rails and ties, ami 
plunged over the side of the stone 
bridge, a sheer descent of forty feet 
into the bed of the Royal Henna creek.

NANALMO FISHERIES. 

Visit of Inspection by Mr. T. If o war, In- 
spector of Fisheries. 

Mr. T. Mowat, fisheries inspector, was 
in Nanuimo on Tuesday j his visit lieing 
in connection with the fisheries of the 
Cedar District Lukes and N'anaimo 
River. Tho principal cause of this visit 
was a complaint received at headquar- 
ters that ail obstruction had been placed 
across a small stream leading out of the 
above lakes, The obstruction consists 
ol a flood-gate situated on the stream 
where it pusses through J. Gordon's 
farm on the Nanainio River meadows. 
Mr. Mowat visited the place, and, after 
viewing tho obstruction, he noticed that 
at high tide no lish could pursue their 
course up the stream owing to the gate, 
hut that at low tide if any tisb happened 
to be near they could manage for a short 
time to pass the obstruction. 

Mr. Mowat is of opinion that some 
arrangement will he ultimately arrived 
lit by which the gate will be left open 
for a few months in the year, during the 
rainy season principally, probably from 
the middle of September to the middle 
of November. 

Mr. Mowat also visited Nimaimo 
River to enquire into the manner ili 
which the Indians are conducting their 
fishing operations, and to endeavor lo 
Iind a suitable man to till the post of in- 
spector of fisheries for Nanainio district, 
Louis Gooa, on Indian, was mentioned 
as u candidate for the ollice, but no one 
Inn yet received the appointment, 

Mr. Mowat said that the l ivers ami 
streams Oil the Island were small, and 
that the British Columbia Fisheries' 
Regulations were formulated with an 
idea only of the gigantic fishing opera- 
tions that are being carried on in the 
bYascr, Nans and Skeenn Rivers) but 
they should be applied equally to the 
rivers and streams on this Island. One 
of the most curious paragraphs in the 
Fisheries Regulation Act is that "no 
salmon shall be taken by spearing," that 
being one of the original modes of cap- 
ture by the aborigines. 

If Mr. Mowat's visit will have the 
eHoct of putting a stop to the unsports- 
manlike method of killing tish with 
dynamite the country will have some- 
thing to be thankful for.— Courier.

We »re amused when we read the 
criticisms of tho Times w ith reference to 
i lie Land Exchange Question.

I'.tit accusations of heiug too cautious 
come with a very poor grace from the 
organ of the Opposition, which has in 
this land exchange business mounted 
I he fence, and has been balancing itself 
on its perch not too gracefully from the 
beginning ot the controversy until now. 

It has been evidently afraid of trusting 
itself on one side or the other. If it 
has oil opinion on the subject, it has 
concealed it with very great skill.

Having a revolver within reach 
in moments of extreme depression or 
unusual excitement affords a facility for 
suicide or murder which, when it is 
calmly considered, is almost, if not 
altogether criminal. If the deadly 
weapon were not at hand, if time were 
given for reflection, the resolution 
formed under very unusual circum- 
stances would never have been carried 
out. 

The number of persons who have lost 
their lives In one way and another 
through the habit of carrying revolvers 
and having them ill their dwellings is so 
great that it should prevent any sensible 
person from purchasing such a weapon 
unless his occupation specially requires 
its uso. We are <i uitl! suro if the greater 
number of those who own revolvers 
would just think of how little use they 
are, and how liable they are La do mis- 
chief, either accidentally or otherwise, 
ihey would ciiiuc to the conclusion that 
i hey are better without thctn than with 
them. If this conviction should become 
general, it would do more to cause the 
disuse of revolvers than the niosl strlii 
;eul Act of Parliament, and without 
meh a conviction u law restricting the 
,nle of revolvers Would, like the Blake 
Act, be a mere dead letter, 



their admission into the body of voters.

WOMEN'S SVFFRA0E.

A RACE OF DWARFS. 

Iteinarkablo Specimen of a Lilliputian Tribe 
in Central America. 

A specimen of a living race of dwarfs 
who dwell in the mountainous district in 
Guatemala, Central America, has been 
brought to New York, not for exhibition, 
but us an ethnological curiosity for scien- 
tific men to examine. The dwarf, says the 
Hun, isl! feetS. 1 .; inches in height, by actual 
measurement, but a remarkable-looking 
specimen of humanity he was. His head 
measured 1(>}i inches in circumference and 
mi American hat, size 8%. could be barely 
forced upon his head. 

A thick mass or long, straight black hair 
covered his head in a thick shock and hung 
down almost to his neck. His skin was of 
a deep copper color and his features fiat, 
like those of the negro race. But he had 
not the expression of a negro, noi the 
color. He was undoubtedly of Indian ex- 
traction. But such an enormous though 
not illy-proportioned head, sei upon so 
diminutive a body, made a strange con 
trust, and his little arms, short legs, and 
body added further to his peculiar looks. 
The Indian, or whatever he might bo called, 
is a powerfully-built man, when his size is 
taken into consideration, in fact, is a veri 
table little Hercules. 

His feet are five inches In length from 
heel to toe and his lingers measure, from 
two inches to two and a half inches in 
length. His greatest peculiarity, however, 
is in his face. His eyes are so widely sep- 
arated as to leave room for the eye-brows 
to grow down on each side of the bridge of 
the nose and still leave a space between 
them and the corner of his eyes. Ho is 
forty-two years of age and is a priest in Ins 
tribe. 

In speaking of the strange dwarf Senor 
Arteaga told the reporter that during a 
fiiurteen-years' sojourn In Central America 
and Guatemala be had heard of these little 
people and determined on his leaving the 
country to get a specimen and bring him to 
New York for the scientists to see. He 
journeyed to the mountain home of the 
tribe of dwarfs, and after much bargaining 
secured the man he now has with him. He 
says the only other representative of the 
race ever seen by white men wus a brother 
of the man he now has, who was brought :o 
■ New York many years ago, but who died 
soon after landing here. Senor Arteaga's 
description of the mode of life of these lit- 
tle people is very interesting. They are 
semi-civilized and all speak Spanish, which 
is the language Of the country. 

From tlio time of Herodotus a race or 
dwarfs has been said to exist, and this 
seems now to be proved. Only a few years 
agoDu Chaillu, the African explorer, found 
asunilar race in Central Africa, uud a race 
Of cliff-dwellers has been discovered in Ari- 
zona. They are also dwarfs. Senor Arleu- 
ga's discovery adds to the proof that races 
of small people do exist, and he has a living 
proof of it at his house.
